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PREFACE. 


i was the celebrated Saying of a certajn Dutch Miniſter at Rots 


terdam, That to drink Mum in a Morning was the ſame thing 

in effeft, as to put 0n one's Night-cap in a Morning. - The Gen- 
tleman*s meaning, 1 ſuppoſe, was this, That Aſum was ain heavy, dull 
fort of a Liquor, that diſpoſed People to be ſleepy afterwards ; and. of 
this Nature, according to. ſome Perſons, are all ſtupid Treatiſes, and 
all infipid Pamphlets. Toread a Page or two of 'em is literally and re- 
ally all one with putting on one's Night-cap ; they are true Optates, 


*and ongit to wiſit the World at firſt in the very ſame place, in which 


they generally take their farewel of it, viz. In a Drugſter's Shop, But 
T. that could read over the late famous Sermon of the Vicar- of Bray, 
who, to his Honour be it ſpoken,. ſtill keeps up the Reputation of bz 
Place, and does not in the leaſt degenerate from the Noble Vertues of 
bis great Predeceſſors-; and what was a greater Tryal both of my Pa- 
tience, and the ſtrength of my Conſtitution, I that could read over 
Mr, N---rris*s Eſſay about the V tity of Humane Learning, which he 
dedicates to a blind Lady,with Ichabod, the Anſwer to the Vox Cleri, 
the Mundus Muliebris,the Weekly Obſervator, the Reftor of Exeter*s 
Caſe penn'd by bimſelf, the Latin Tranſlation of Milton's Paradice, 
all the late Plays, and other numberleſs Compoſitions of the ſame Stamp 
and Dignity, and all this without the leaſt inclination to take a Nap, 
thought my ſelf ſecure from the ill influences of one ſingle Sermon,tho 
it were never ſo well ſtored with Opium,and therefore made no difficulty 
at all of giving it a peruſal, What gave me the greater Curioſity to 


examine that my leiſure hours,was to ſee whether it deſerved the mighty 
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C haratter "that abundance of People abuut the Town-were pleaſed to 
confer upon it. For to my own knowleage ſeveral perſons commended 
it for a picce of great Eloquence and Ingenuity, that have not Senſe 
enough to diſtinguiſh between the No-Language and No- Rhetoric of 
Paxter's Everlaſting Reſt, and the ſolid beautiful reaſoning of the 
Whole Duty of Man. And again, it pf univerſally in Dick?s 
Coffce-Houſe for a Diſcourſe of great Piety and Sincerity, amongſt 
an Herd of Men, who have no other way to ſhew their concern for 
the Proteſtant Religion, but by railing at the Prieſthood all the World 
over ; or their Zeal for the preſent Monarchy, but by perpetually aſ- 
ſerting the Depoſing Power ; Men that without the greateſt aſſurgnce 
imaginable can make no Pretenſions either to Piety or Sincerity , and 
wha before this time could never endure any. Publique Harangue that 
was guilry bf having two ſuch unpalatable Ingredients in it, 

One would indeed wonder, if he could condeſceng to wonder at any 
particular Paſſage in ſo ſtrange an Author, to find ſo tedious and 
ympertinent a Digreſſion about Pluralities and Non-Reſtdence,and other 
Clergy-ſins, in a Sermon that was purely calculated for a City Au- 
ditory, and deſigned for another end; unleſs the Author was reſolved 
before-hand to bilk bis Text, viz. The diſcountenancing of Pride, 
A man that is altogether unacquainted with this Pindarick, way of 
Preaching, would no more expett to find a long Catalogue of Leviti- 
cal Enormities in a Diſcourſe of that nature, than to. mcet a formal 
Harangue againſt Flattery in a Book. of Heraldry, or a ſober Re- 
proof of Perjury in a Plot-mongers Narrative : Or laſtly, a Cantion 
againft Simony in 4 White-Chappel Treatiſe. I remember 1 kyew 
4 certain frugal Gentleman ſome years ago, who was only Maſter of 
one Simile, and that ſerv'd him ugon all occaſions : So with him a 
Man ſmoak:d like a Dragon, and drank like a Dragon, and eat like 
4 Dragon ;, in fine, ſlept, walkd, fought, rode, jok'd like a Dragon, 
«nd did every thing you can name like a Dragon, After. the ſame 
manner there are ſeveral perſens in theWorld of great Malice, but 
barren Inventions, that are tolerably well-ſtored with one ſurt of Sa- 
tyr and Invettive, and this they very judiciouſly apply to all Sub- 
getts, and uſe before all Compames, tho" for the moſt part it comes 
#s ill-favouredly and odly into the Diſcourſe, as Charon and his 
Boat into Michael Angelo's Piece of the laſt Fudgment. Our Au- 
thor is one of this number, I dare engage ( for the Reader muſt 
unaer- 
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underſtand I am no Stranger either to | his Perſon or Charafter ) 
that if he were to preach before Cyviliaus, Soldiers, Tarpawlins, 
Citizens or Courtiers, at the Temple, the Spittle, Wappin or 
Whitehall ; may, were it at a County Feaſt, or at the Head of a 
Drum,or an Aldermai's Burial, this ſame Clamour about Plurali- 
ties and Non-reſidence would makg up the better part of the Enter- 
tainment with him, He treats his Prelates with as little of his good 
Breeding as Jo.Hindmarlh does bis Authors,and can no more for- 
bear to rail at his Superiors, whenever they fall in his way, than a 
Barber at thoſe Gentlemen that trim themſelyes by their own 
Looking-glaſſes ; or the City Porters at the firſk Projeftor of the 
Penny-Poſt Office. This ſurly Brutal Principle is partly owing 
to the ſowerneſs of his Conſtitution, and has been ſince improved 
and advanced into an habit,- by that juſt ill uſage and univer- 
fal Contempt that his own Arrogance and inſupportable Temper 
have drawn down upon him. 

I would not willingly be thought guilty of ſo much Impertinence, 
a4 to pretend to adviſe a Man of his invincible and tedfaft Ob- 
ftinacy ;, or otherwiſe I would counſel him, if ever he deſigns to 
plague the Book ſeller with any more of his Produftions,and withal 
would paſs incognito, to lay aſide his celebrated Talent of cen- 
ſuring and railing, for a while, and ſpeak. juſt as other Men ds 
when they have a mind to _ in Publick.: For this I can tell 
him for his comfort, he will be as effeitually diſguiſed in his Ci- 
vility and good Manners, as an Alſatian Bully is by waſhing hs 
Face, and putting on a clean Cravat. Indeed, as he has order'd 
matters, I am afraid this Conduit will be ſomewhat too late for 
him to uſe in the Pulpit; he has drawn an heavy Rent-charge of 
Scandal and Railery upon himſelf, which now every body expetts 
at his hands ;, and the Town will no more reliſh any of his Dodrin 
without a good Iuſty Invettive againſt the Clergy to recommend it, 
than they'll endure to hear 4 Mountebank's tedzous Cant , without 
the preceeding Diverſion of a Farce , or a Man of Senſe would 
do Penance 1m D---rfy's Company without the Amends of his 
ſinging. - His Shoals of ' Prentices, blew Aprons, and other Au- 
ditors of that Noble Figure are a ſevere ſort of Task:maſters', if 
they ſhould ever hear that ve has Apoſtatiz*d from Calumny, ana 
ſuffer d himſelf to be perverted and debanched into Civil Lan- 
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grage, away they would go and. abandon , him for 4 Reprobate : 
Nay, if he ſhould go about to diſappowit, or rather to. cheat 'emi 
of never ſo little 'of their accuſtom'd portion in_ ſlander and backs 
biting, they would as certainly leave him, as they do the Houſe, 
where they are denied a full-pot, and Eleemoſynary T obacco. 
, For in ſhort he has uſed them to this fulſom dyet, and now he is 
bound in honour to furniſh bis Table with it ſtill, which I confeſs 
he can do at a cheaper rate than any of his Brethren ;, people go on 
purpoſe to hear him for the ſake of that defamation and ribbaldry I 
be conſtantly provides for them, as the Sparks of the other end of 
the Town viſit B---rgeſſe's Coventicle to be diverted with tall 
Metaphors and everlaſting Grimace , fo that a. Sermon of, his 
weuld no more paſs without the uſnal Ragouft of reviling and re- 
proving,than a Smithfield Shew without a Ghoſt or a Devil ; and 
if he has ever a mind to change his Stile, he muſt at the ſame 
zime reſolve to change his County. 

The truth ont 1s, both the Author and his Sermon are of ſo 
low and inconſiderable a Charatter in the World, that if itwere not 
for the two following Reaſons I had never troubled my head either 
with the one, or the other, He is pleaſed to ſay pag. 8, of his Ser- 
mon, That to let a Man go unreproved, in his Sins, 1: 10 flatter 
him : Now becauſe F would not lie under the ſevere inp! ation of 
flattering our Author (for I had much rather the World ſhould 
thinkme guilty of ail the ſeven deadly Sins, than of that ſingle ſcan- 
dal, ) I was eafily prevailed upon to give him a Chaſtiſement, 
and that ton in as publick a manner as his Crimes deſerved, In 
the next place, he had unhappily, I can't tell how, deceived ſome 
ignorant people into a great opinion of his probety and learning, 
«nd I was reſolved to undeceive them. If he ſeriouſly deſigns the. 
diſcouraging of Vice, and the promoting of piety, why then does he 
amuſe his Auditors with things that have no relation to 'em, uy 
things that in all probability will render the reſt of his Dofrin of 
no effeF ? or why does he buſy himſelf in a province where he's no 
more concerned, than our preſent unweildy Elephant of a Laureat 
in any of the City Dancing-Schools ? To pretend to reform Mens 
manners, and ye: inftru5t *em how to rail at their Paſtors with 4 
better grace, 1s as ilkcontrived a piece of Stupidity, as to encou-. 
rage a Boy in his Books, and yet at the ſame time to tell him we, 

. is 
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his Maſter 15-ether a Raskal br'a Blocklirads 'Will bis mighty 
'bellowing "againſt Non-reſideme- oblige the ' Fradefman to'a cloſer 
attendance of his Shop, 'or* make "him viſit the Tavern leſs? Will 
his: condemning of Pluralities make the Chirurgeon leave pre- 
feribing of Phyſic, or deter the Shovemakers from invading the 
Corn=cutter's buſineſs, or fright the wicked Coffee-Man from 
dealing in Cherry-Brandy and Vſquebagh ? Will is arraigning 
the Clergy for removing from a poor to a rich Bentfice, 'bave that 
effet upon the Mercers, and Lace Men, as to keep "em in the 
City, and hinder them from exchanging Pater-noſter-row for 
the Piarza's in Covent-Garden ? Or laſtly, Will the perpetual 
reproaches that he beſtows ſo liberally upon his Eccleſiaſtical Gover- 
nors, perſwade the Repuvlican party to Sacrifice their” Old ſeditions 
principles, and talk. with more reſpe of a Monarehy for the'fu- 
ture ? And now after all, if he has no farther deſigns in his head, 
than to be advanced to the next vacant Curacy or Reader's place, 
ſimce by bis inſufferable behaviour he has loſt all his expettations 
elſewhere, I can only tell him he's exceedingly out in his Politics, 
and that he has'taken as rude and unmannerly a courſe to get 
himſelf preferred, as the City Marſhals by keeping a horrid noife 
with their damned Drums at people's doors, to make *em remember 
their Chriſt maſ:-Box. - For my own part I muſt needs declare, 
that I look upon want of preferment to be the chief, if not the only 
"reaſon of our Young Reformer*s inveightng ſo zealouſly againſt 
the reſt of his Brethren : Whatever the matter is, I could riever 
entertain any great opinion of that Man's Sanitity, let hs life 
be neve# ſo auſtere, and his pretences never fo ſpecions, that places 
the better part of his Religion in libelling and traducing his Su- 
* periours : Beſides "tis a true obſervation, that no one rails © at 
Pluralities ſo ftrenuoufly, as he that cannot arrive to\ one ſingle 
Benefice ;, as we ſee no Member of the Houſe falls\upon "the Court 
party with that heat and vigour, as the Man that deſigns to be' made 
a Miniſter of State for his pains: And "tis an uſual thing for 
thoſe that are forced to trudge it a foot in the dirt, towiſh the 
Devil had all thoſe Perſons that ride by in their Glaſs-coaches, 
He quotes Ariſtotle's "Rhetorick pag, the 19th, for that me- 
morable ſaying of \ his, That Riches make Men hanghty and * 
inſolent, '(t%o? '4t: ſeems, Poverty has had the ſame Effects upon 
himſelf. 
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":ladenſelf ) and thus 8 St,Bernard or 4 St. Auſtin's Name have beer: 
uſed in a Country Pulpit to prove that Panience is. an excellent 
Vertne, or to juſtifie any of the moſt common received, notorious 
Truths, But however with Reverence be it ſpoken, a Man 
that will give himſelf the trouble to read his Sermon, would 
0 more [ufpet that he was acquainted with Ariſtotle's Rhe- 
torick., than that Mr. HA--rris or Adr. P--wel, or any of the 
Mogdern Play-writing Afors are acquainted with Ariſtotle's Crj- 
ticiſms #pon Poetry, There's a continued vein of vicious Lan- 
guage and Reaſoning that runs through all the Diſcourſe; 
and were it not, that the whole Sermon from the beginning to 
the end is exattly of the ſame Piece and Contexture, I would 
cull out ſame of the maſt remarkable Paſſages jn it for the Rea- 
der*s Diverſion as well as his farther Satisfattion. But -now 
1 think better on't, we were vot to expe any ſuch thing as 
Rhetorick from our Author, for pag-6. he very gravely rebukes 
all thoſe Miniſters that come to Church to make Speeches, and 
to preach Themſelves, and turn the Church into a Theatre 
and the Pulpit into a Roſtrum. We know. well enough for 
whom this ſurly Reproof was meant, but .for this once let it 
fall upon our Authors deareſk Friends the Fanatick Divines, 
for 1 am certain they deſerve it beſt. Thoſe that now and. 
then go to hear 'em, know that they makg Speeches, and fine 
ones too, if the Hour-glaſs may be allowed to be Fudge ; and 
that they preach Themſelves, eſpecially towards the end of a 
Duarter, when the People are to be reminded of their Contrj- 
bution-Mony, and that to Mr, Betterton*s loſs, by their ſeveral 
ridiculous Poſtures and Afions they turn the Church into a The- 
atre; and where's the wonder ? for their devout Forefathers 
uſed to. turn *em into Stables. I muſt confeſs, I am no paſ- 
ſronate ' admirer of any formal ſet Diſcaurſes, where one meets 
4 great deal of good Language, but very ſorry Senſe or Thought 
at the bottom ; and yet I cannot exdure t0 ſee a noble Subje(t 
labour under the weight of barbarous Expreſſions, . nor can I 
poſſibly bring my ſelf to be of the ſame opinion with the gene- 
rality of the Non-conformiſt Minifters amongſt us, who either 
out of iguorance 'or deſign lard their lean Sermons with the 
moſt fulſom Metaphors, and the meaneſt Words they tan meet, 


or 
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or if they have-none of theſe ready to their hands, make no more 
ſernple of coining new ones of the ſame quality ( ſuch. as No- 
thingneſs, Self-ſavingneſs, &c.) than the. Modern Sonldier 
of ſtamping one of their Pewter Buttons into a Farthing, 7 
think, that the Chriſtian Religion is profan'd by good Language, 
or that clean Eloquence in a Diſcourſe .of Picty 4s as inſignificant 
as (if 7 may borrow a Simile from the Apocrypha ) a Scare- 
crow is in a Garden of Cucumbecrs, is a groſs ridiculous piece of 
Superſtition ; and can only be excuſed by the ſottiſh Reveries of 
the Capuchins, and other doting Orders in the Church of Rome, 
who place the greateſt part of their Devotion in being naſty 
and flovenly, and fancy they difhonour God Almighty by wearing 
a clean Shirt, | 

1 have dwelt the longer upon our Author in the Preface, be- 
canſe T was reſolved to allow him but a very ſmall ſhare in 
the Dialogue, His two Companions Mr. Pryn, and the bluſter- 
ing Theologue of Colcheſter, as they are roo well known by their 
Works to put any one to the expence of writing their Cha- 
raters, ſo they were perſons of better Senſe and Malice, and 
conſequently more likely to entertain the Reader with their Con- 
wverſation. When T was talking of the moſt memorable occur- 
rences that lately happened, I cowd not forbear to enlarge 4 lit- 
tle about the derits of the Comprehenſion, and when my Hand 
was in there, to beſtow a viſit upon my old Friend of White- 
Chappel. 'No ſenſible man I preſume will be angry with me, 
if I have not treated him with that Reſpe&# and Decorum that 
ought to. be uſed towards Perſons of his. Funttion and Station : 
For if this ſort of Style is criminal, it muſt be remembred that 
he gave the occaſion and that Thave only copied from his Anſwer 
to the Yox Cleri, It would raiſe any Man's Indignation, 
that ' is not altogether compoſed of thoſe two very bad AMono- 
ſyllables, Phlegm and Schiſm, to find him there R barbaronſly 
mnſulting upon the Aſhes of the late bleſſed Royal Martyr +, 
' and inſinuating that the Immortal Portraiture is 4 ſpurious 
piece ; but to our comfort be it obſerved, he has paſt the ſame 
Cenſure upon St, Ignativs's Epiſtles. In the ſame Book with hzs 
uſual good Manners and Breeding be ſcurrilouſly refletts upon 


two as eminent Men as any-we have in the Church, who are * 
| mic 
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much above his little Inveftives, as they ſcorn the little Tribute of 
his Panegyricks, And he likewiſe abuſes two other great Orna- 
ments of our Nation, after another way, that ts, with a great 
deal of his nauſeous thredbare Flattery, in hope, I ſuppoſe, of 
being preferrd by them. But this in my Opinion, us the moſt ſcan- 
aalons, and.if I may fo call it, the moſt Uncanouical Simony 
any Man can be guilty of. For my own Particular, I muſt necds 
confeſs, That as Anguitus was pleaſed to ſay of K. Herod, That 
be would tather chuſe to be his Hog than his Son: So in relation 
to the above-mentioned Dr, TI would rather chuſe to be his Ad- 
werſary than his Friend. As I was his Adverſary I could only lie 
open to the feeble Efforts of his Malice, which can injure no body : 
* But if I were ſo unfortunate as to be thought his Friend, Þ could 
zot promiſe my ſclf to be ſecure from hus Panegyrichs, which, as 
they may render a Man's Reputation ſuſpetted, ſo they are the moſt 
dreadful terrible things in the whole World. 

If I have done any thing for which I am to beg- the Reader's 
pardon, "tis for ſuffering ſo inconſiderable a Trifle to ſleep ſolong in 
. my hands. Not 10 conceal anyof my Infirmities from the World, 

I am ſometimes poſſeſſed with the Spirit of Lazineſs as well as 0- 
ther People, eſpecially when *tis my fortune to' light upon a dull 
Subjett, and then I uſe to retard and delay the Aﬀair, as natu- 
rall 1, 44 a Lawyer does an unpaying. Clients Cauſe, But of. all 
things in the World I ſhould never defire.to be forgiven for purſuing 
my Argument with too much Severity, if 1 had done it, as in- 
deed I bave not. For beſides that ſome Parties as well as Per- 
fons I could name, deſerve no Quarter at an Enemies Hand, ſo 
a weakimpotent Performance is full as inexcuſable in Raillery, ax 
it is in the buſineſs of Love: And an Adverſary, let his Chara- 
fer be what it will, is like a Nettle ;, if you touch him gently, he 
certainly pricks and S3tings you for your Ctvility ; | but if you 
faueeze him hard, "tis ten to one you hear no more of hjzm.
